While railroads are being pushed with 
such vigor, Wagon roads must not be neg- 
lected. The former open up the develop- 
ment of a country, but they must have 
tributaries in the shape of the latter. The 
railroads form the grand commercial skel- 
eton, but the dirt roads are the veins and 
arteries that give life and vigor tothe body. 
We cannot build the iron track iato every 
neighborhood, because it is toe expensive, 
but every section can have “ good, smooth 
pikes, leading to tlie railroad stations, and 
thus giving easy accessibility to the citi- 
zens of every locality to the benefits of the 
steam engine. Bad roads frighten people 
away from. settling. They. render even 
short transportation an obstacle to getting 
to market. 

In Middle Tennessee and in Kentucky 
where the roads are macadamized, grain: 
can be.carried to the railroad in double the 
quantity with the same horse power. If 
our farmers on the line of the State Road 
bad smooth, hard turnpikes, which are pos- 
sible to every county, they could haul their 
eighty bushels of corn instead of forty at 
a load.
